Mr. Adc has

Not since the candidate was noti- 


fied officially of his nomination has 
the city of Cincinnati been 30 thor- 
oughly awake 
politically as 
when 


marching clubs from Indianapolis, Co- 
lumbus, Hamilton and other places in 
the Buckeye state lent the blaze of 
torch and blare of trumpet as an es- 
cort to the candidate, who was the 
principal feature of the rally of the 
National League of Republican clubs 
at Music hall. 


At noon Mr. Taft addressed the 


delegates to the national convention 
of negro Baptists, who had come here 
from Lexington, Ky., for the purpose. 
Previous to this he looked in upon 
the work of the convention of the Na- 
tional League of Republican clubs and 
at once was introduced for a speech. 
In these two efforts the candidate was 
brief. 
His expressions of sympathy 


for the struggles of the negro race 
elicited warm applause from the Bap- 
tist ministers, who met .the. .cujmUdatfi 
at the Sin'on hotel, and his words to 
the convention were warmly received. 


It was at night, however, that Mr. 


Taft made his strongest effort. After 
reviewing before an auaience which 
from the firsr showed a decided lik- 
ing for him, the record of the Repub- 
lican party as one of action and fu- 
ture reliability, he depicted his id»a 
of the Democratic policy of "promise," 
and then devoted himself to pn analy- 
sis of Mr. Bryan. This was the first 
time Mr. Taft had paid his respects 
to his opponent in any extended man- 
ner, and what he said was listened to 
with great interest, and considerable 
show of enthusiasm.

and Factories and Thousands of 
Men Are Rendered Idle—Village In 
Wisconsin Is Nothing But Pile of 
Smoldering Ruins. 


New York SepL 23.—In many parts 


of the state great alarm Is felt as a 
result of the continued spread of 
the 
forest 
fires 
that 
have 
been 


burning for many days in the Adlron- 
dacks. 
Xew flres are frequently re- 


ported and according to dispatches re- 
ceived here dangerous fires are burn- 
ing in at least a score of places and 
a number of small towns and summer 
resort places are threotened. There 
are hundreds of small fires that may 
become dangerous. 
Probably 10.000 


men are fighting the flres. but the 
flames have gotten beyond control so 
far that only a drenching rain will 
stop them. 


The more extensive fires are report- 


ed in Warren, Saratoga and Essex 
counties, 
lu some places thehe has 


been no rain to speak of since the 
middle of July. Rivers, creeks, well 
and springs have run dry, which 
greatly handicaps the army of fire 
fighters. 


Colonel William F. Fox, state super 


intendent of forests, said that he did 
not believe conditions were as alarm 
ing as had been stated, although he 
is receiving reports of many new fires 
and has a large corps of men working 
to prevent the kames from spreading
